AGAIN HEADS A. F. L. 


Next Year's Convention 


To be Held in San 


Francisco 


Houston, Texas —OT— American 


Federation of Labor unions, arm- 
ed for war but apparently anxious 
for peace in labor's internal strife, 
today turned over to their execu- 
tive council for action the policy 
mandates of the fifty-eighth annual 
convention which adjourned lasl 
night. 


Jammed into the program in an 


11-day meeting that was dull and 
stormy by turns were a dozen con 
troversial issues that called for ac- 
tion on the political and industrial 
fronts. The convention voted to 
meet in San Francisco in 1939. 


After the tumult and debating 


over dualism and the New Deal in 
the closing days of the session, the 
convention closed on a "high note 
of peace." It was sounded by Wil- 
liam- Green in a speech accepting 
for the fifteenth time the presi- 
dency of the A. F. of L. 


Continue "War Chest" 


"I promise to you," Green said, 


"that I shall make every contri 
bution that lies within my power 
toward the promotion of peace in 
the labor movement; I shall do 
•what I can to heal the wounds and 
close the 
breach and untie the 


forces of labor." 


His avowal to seek unity with 


the CIO followed convention ac- 
tion approving the continuation of 
the "war chest" special assessment 
levied a year ago for extensive or- 
ganizing purpose and the adopting 
of a report on "secession and dual- 
ism" recommending that the coun- 
cil be authorized to "carry on the 
battle and at the same time stand 
eady to respond to any genuine 
appeal for peace."

Brotherhood of Teamsters, and the 
lone outstanding advocate of im- 
mediate peace action by the lead- 
ership, said it might take a month 
or a year to reopen the unity ne- 
gotiations with the CIO broken off 
last December after a tentative 
formula for peace had been reach- 
ed. 


Roosevelt May Help 


There 
still 
was a possibility, 


some sources indicated, that Pre- 
sident Roosevelt may aid in bring- 
ing the two sides together, par- 
ticularly in view of his message 
to the 
convention urging labor 


leaders to "make and keep the 
peace" and prevent the "reaction 
which otherwise is bound to in- 
jure the workers themselves." 


After the noisy ovation given 


him when he was reelected. Green 
addressed an appeal to the Inter- 
national Ladies Garment Workers* 
union, the United Auto Workers' 
union, the United Textile Work- 
ers* union, and the Oil Field Work- 
ers International to leave the CIO 
and return to their former affili- 
ation with the A. F. of L.

oods was unsound. 
"No business organization any- 


where has ever been able to fix a 
srice while exercising no control 
whatever over production," he de- 
clared. "Look out for-price-fixing 
combined with unlimited produc- 
tion unless'you want to get hurt." 


Secretary Wallace warned against 


raising tariffs to keep out imports. 
He charged the Smoot-Hawley tar- 
ff act was a crime against the 
American farmer, a major factor in 
he farm depression, and the cause 
of tariff embargo, and quota retalia- 
ions against American farm pro- 
ducts which reduced farm export 
rade in 1932 "to the lowest point 
n 42 years."

sevelt said today he was making an 
entirely new study of the nation's 
national defense 
needs and that 


until it was completed he could not 
estimate next year's budget. 


The president told a press con- 


ference he could not comment on 
the new budget because new tech-. 
nical developments in national de- 
fense measures required a com- 
plete 
restudy of defensive 
re- 


quirements. 


He said the reason for the reas- 


scssment of these needs began to 
take shape about a year ago be- 
cause of information coming in in 
connection with world events. He 
said the question was forced to a 
head in the last month. In response 
to a question he said the new infor- 
mation was of a technical rather 
than a political nature. 


One of the things being studied, 


he said, was that of mass produc- 
tion of war equipment, including 
airplanes, power and other items. 
He said the production question 
was something new and intimated 
one of the phases to be studied was 
standardization 
of plane produc- 


tion, which some countries already 
have adopted.

make their jobs easier and their lo- 
cal governments more efficient. And 
they talked taxes. 


From John Thicl, who 
came 


from a small town a few months 


ago to head the state tax commission, 
the top ttructure in the state's tax 
administrative system, they heard 
some crisp comments on how to 
make the taxation system 
more 


.equitable and efficient. From May- 
or Daniel Hoan of Milwaukee, of- 
ten-time* called the mayor of the 
beat-governed city in America, and 
from many of their colleagues, they 
heard others. 


Need Good 


According to Thiel the secret of 


an efficient and just local tax sys- 
tem lies in the competency 
and 


character of the assessor. The local 
assessor must do a good job, he 
warned, or all of the other units ol 
government will be off key. 
To 


get a good assessment, he suggested, 
cities should hire a good man to do 
it, and pay him a good n*ice. That 
means, he said, that the appointive 
method must eventually 
replace 


the present elective process for the 
selection of the city assessors. 


Thiel intimated that the local as- 


sessment system in Wisconsin now 
isn't all that it should be. In one 
small city, he reported, a reassess-

form in 1920. The general 'intent 
and spirit of all the laws on this 
subject is substantially the same.

about these laws is that they be- 
long to the pciiod before commu- 
nism had become a world-wide 
movement and before fascism had 
even been Invented. 


The title of the deportation act. 


for 
example, 
makes

theory of this whole body of leg- 
islation. It is "An Act to Exclude 


democratic institutions is an abso- 
lute necessity. 
Other Democracies Have 
Knactcd Protective Laws 


The extent to which the more im- 


mediately thicatcned democracies of 
Europe have already begun to leg- 
islate on the subject is not perhaps 
fully appreciated here. Thus, for ex- 
ample. all the democratic states of 
Europe have in recent years enacted 
laws against private political armies 
against political uniforms, and the 
carrying of symbols which repre- 
sent bemi-mihtary, revolutionary 
organizations.

The laws antedate, and therefore, 


ignore the whole post-war phenom- 
enon of the totalitarian revolution 
under which democratic institu- 
tions are used in order to destroy 
democracy. Because the laws no 
longer fit the real facts of the con- 
temporary world, the attempt to ap- 
ply them to the revolutionists of 
our own time leads to all manner 
of confusion, sophistication, 
and 


legal contradiction. If Mr. Strachey, 
lor example, is a communist, he 
can maintain that far from oppos- 
ing "all organized government," he 


used to defame public authorities 
and to destroy the dignity of demo- 
cratic institutions. In the Scandina- 
vian countries specially trained po- 
litical police have been constituted. 


Laws of this kind mark a great 


departure from the older theories of 
democracy. But the fact that all the 
democracies of Europe have felt 
compelled to turn away from the 
older tolerance of all agitation is an 
impressive reminder of the degree 
to which democracy is on the de- 
fensive in the modern world. 


Moreover, the problem has by no 


means been solved by this legisla- 
tion, and in i'l probability it is not 
entirely soluable by repressive laws 
alone. It is, therefore, a problem 
which democrats will have to study 
very carefully.

Promptly the spokes- 
man for the bankers said this wasn't 
so and proclaimed the bankers could 
finance it if the PWA would do its 
share. 


Caught in this dilemma, 
the 


PWA then refused the funds for the 
second bridge—the one at Morgan- 
town, Md.—and said that only the 
grant for the first bridge could be 
made "without giving Maryland an 
undue share of the public works 
fund of the president." 


Money Available 


Now1 comes the 
announcement 


that money is available for the sec- 
ond bridge, and, with it, one is led 
to believe that the bankers were 
the folks who blocked it heretofore. 
The PWA statement reads: "Assur- 
ances now have been given to»PWA 
by the state of Maryland that it is 
now in a position to finance 55 per 
cent of the cost of the Morgantown 
bridge. As the project was able to 
meet PWA requirements, and as 
the sponsor was able to provide its 
share of the cost, the grant was ap- 
proved." 


But the record will show 
that 


there never was any unreadiness on 
the part of the bankers for the state 
of Maryland to finance the 
two 


bridges or even three. Their posi- 
tion has been made clear to the 
Pwa right along. 


What then happened? One is left 


to surmise that the criticism which 
followed "the administration's un- 
willingness to redeem its virtual 
pledge to the people of Maryland to 
give them two bridges struck home. 
But, instead of announcing that the 
PWA budget had been enlarged or 
rearranged, the whole responsibili- 
ty for the mix-up is placed on the 
bankers, the assumption being that 
bankers don't want to do things to 
cooperate with the PWA program. 


Ready To Finance 


As a matter of fact, the bankers 


have been at all times eager to fi- 
nance not only two but three bridg- 
es and the state of Maryland has 
been anxious to get these

The bridges aren't in themselves 


important national issues. They are 
needed locally and perhaps from a 
part of the scheme of national de- 
fense highways.

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ENGLAND, ANARCHY AND THE JEWS 


Is England about to abandon Palestine? 
That is the momentous question that 


makes world Jewry tremble for the con- 
sequences and should make the world, ir- 
respective of Jewry, apprehensive like- 
wise. 


Most of the facts are undisputed. They 


tell a story such as ma\ be read in any 
open book. 


At the close of the World war Turkey 


was in possession of that piece of territory 
now known as Palestine. It was consid- 
ered worthless. Many American writers 
who have traveled it from one end to the 
other have classed it with the Sahara and 
Death Valley. Where it wasn't a waste it 
was a swamp. But the Jews weren't choos- 
ers. They had to take what was left. And 
they took it with the determination to 
make it bloom like a garden. 


Under the Balfour Declaration an ar- 


rangement was made along the most sensi- 
ble and scientific lines possible to people 
this land with Jews but only as it could 
be made productive and such economic 
possibilities created as would support the 
incoming population. Great Britain delib- 
erately accepted a mandate or protector- 
ship over the territory. Afterwards, due 
to Arab objections and protests the terri- 
tory was reduced until it now is in size 
about that of the smallest state in our 
union, little Rhode Island. 


Into this country have moved about 


400,000 Jews during the last twenty years. 
They have created cities, described as the 
most modern to be found. 
They have 


brought engineers, physicians, scientists. 
They have wiped out plagues, drained 
marshes, turned water into unproductive 
soil until their accomplishment stands as 
one of the wonders of the modern world.

But ignorance and fanaticism that have 


culminated in racial and religious intoler- 
ance, certainly augmented if not inspired, 
by Hitler's Berlin and Mussolini's Rome, 
have created attacks on a widespread 
frontier until Britain has intimated the 
possibility of its abandonment of Palestine 
•which is the consignment of it to anarchy. 


We have various kinds of Christianity 


in this world from highly emotional or 
ideal to barely practical. But if the Chris- 
tian religion is not great enough to live up 
to part of its teachings and to rise to the 
occasion and rescue an attacked and be- 
leaguered people from the infamous action 
of concentrated outlawry it will have 
Jailed in one of the greatest opportunities 
it has had in centuries.

ILLINOIS -POLITICAL SAFETY 


Down in Illinois, where life ar.d indus- 


try are superlatively safe, ar.d politics as 
pure as the budding rose, an era of some 
.«Wjj5*s,Eiovedin..uponihc people, but of 


precisely what nature the reader must 
judge for himself. 


In the first senatorial district of the 


great state to the south of us Michael P. 
Shehun was nominated on 
the Demo- 


cratic ticket for state senator in the re- 
cent primaries. 
He received three times 


as many votes as were cast in the Re- 
publican primary in which Daniel A. Scr- 
ritclla emerged with victory. 


And yet Mr. Shehan has quit cold, 


withdrawn, left the race entirely to his 
opponent. 


In the 17th senatorial district of Illi- 


nois, also within the confines of Chicago, 
one Michael larussi was nominated as the 
Democratic candidate. 
He received 5605 


votes. In this district the Republican par- 
ty doesn't amount to very much since it 
only polled 257 votes at the primary which 
brought the nomination to one James Le- 
onardo. But now Mr. larussi, despite his 
5,605 votes to the 257 for his opponent, 
has quit, withdrawn, handed the election 
to the opposition upon a chaste silver 
platter. 


It is only occasionally that examples 


of this sort force their way to the public 
attention. The fact that the public records 
indicate rather strongly that entire sen- 
atorial districts in Illinois are as kittens 
tied to the strings that lead into political 
dens, and that the populace votes as it is 
told, now in one primary and next time 
in another, and that the swag including all 
the gambling income and rackets, is di- 
vided on a perfect fifty-fifty basis, will be 
designated as the cause of this sweet po- 
litical courtesy but we cannot blot out 
entirely the fact that these districts have 
each had a turbulent and bloody political 
history, and that only recently an assem- 
blyman from one of them, one Pripnano, 
was murdered and that election officials 
have been ruthlessly shot down. 


People with curious turns of mind will 


wonder just how conditions of this sort, 
which they rather crudely term sell-outs, 
can render life any safer or protect in- 
dustry any more certainly from the ma- 
rauders of various hues who try to live off 
it without work. 


But people musn't be so curious. 


A SECOND IS NOT ENOUGH 


Three cheers for the automobile driver 


who refused to pass another when he 
could see an oncoming car two full miles 
ahead. 


He was discovered by two Yale Uni- 


versity men who took motion pictures 
from a moving car and reported their find- 
ings at a recent meeting of the American 
Psychological association in 
Columbus, 


Ohio. . 


The safety extremist lives in the west 


where there are few trees and approach- 
ing automobiles can be seen for miles. 


However, the westerner was a decided 


exception. The Yale report showed that 
one-fifth of American drivers avoid risk of 
sudden death in head-on collision by less 
than one second. Driving on the open 
road on two lane highways they allow less 
than a second to clear an oncoming car. 


These one-second passers are among 


the more serious highway menaces for 
they not only endanger themselves and 
the occupants of their automobiles, but 
they also risk the lives of persons in two 
cars other than their own. 


Nothing so infuriates a careful auto- 


mobile operator than to be "tailed"' by a 
fidgety, careless driver who is darting 
over to the left every few seconds in 
search of a break in traffic. 


If he is one of the twenty per cent men- 


tioned in the Yale report and his judg- 
ment is faulty by a second, he is likely to 
precipitate a three-way collision between 
the car ahead of him, the oncoming car 
and his own. 


Although the number of traffic fatali- 


ties has fallen in the last six months the 
rate is still far too high and the careless 
passer is one of the driving types respon- 
sible.

San Juan, Puerto Rico—To one who has nev- 


er before travelled the tropics, Its wonders are 
awesome. 


I write this on a table in an unbelievably 


beautiful and peaceful place called the Garden- 
by-thc-Sea at the Condado, • hotel in the Con- 
dado section of San Juan—the American sec- 
tion. 


Puerto Rican servants in white uniforms 


stand a few feet away to fetch cooling drinks. 
They arc extraordinary in that they leave you 
to yourself until you call them. (In New York 
they have a habit of hovering at your elbow 
and making you feel you must hurry.) 


The sea, greenish-blue, pounds on the beach 


only a few yards away. All last night I slept to 
its mighty music. Today I write to it. Tonight 
in this same fairyland Gardcn-by-the-Sca, I 
shall dance; or if I do not dare step the sensu- 
ous, violent rhumba which they do so perfectly 
here, I shall sit quietly under a needle pine and 
watch the others—the men in their white tropi- 
cal clothes, the women in summery gowns.

The Long Island University basketball team 


has been playing a series of games here against 
Puerto Rican teams. The Puerto Ricans have 
never been much for athletic sports, but the 
younger generation is showing a lively inter- 
est, especially in baseball and basketball. 


They hate to lose. You notice that at the bas- 


ketball games, which the Long Island team al- 
ways wins. When the home team appears hope- 
lessly beaten, the crowd gets up and departs 
angrily, booing. They have not yet learned that 
happy American characteristic of being a good 
loser.

Puerto Rico is the only place under the 


American flag where lottery is legal. Yesterday 
I watched the regular fortnightly drawing. 
There were hundreds of prizes ranging from 
the grand award of $15,000 to $20. The profit 
goes to the upkeep of tuberculosis hospitals. In 
twelve months it reaches $750,000. 


Four times a year there is a grand drawing 


at which the top prize is $75,000. 


The lottery is decided in a large second floor 


hall strongly reminiscent of a city council 
chamber in an average American city. Specta- 
tors' benches are arranged in long rows of a 
three-sided square. Ranged along the fourth 
side between the great windows which open 
upon a narrow street are the lottery jurors— 
men at a long table who observe with dignity 
the drawing of the numbers. 


In the center of the hollow square arc two 


globes made of many brass rings ribbed closely 
enough together so that the pellets printed can- 
not fall through. The larger ball contains all 
the numbers that have been sold. The smaller 
ball holds the pellets on which the prizes are 
printed. 


An electric pump operates the two globes, 


turning them over simultaneously for a com- 
plete revolution, then stopping automatically. 
As each revolution occurs, a small gate at the 
bottom of each globe is tripped open, permit- 
ting a pellet to drop from each—one the lottery 
number and the other the prize it draws. 
* 
* 
* 


The pellets drop into brass baskets from 


which they roll down a trough to two other 
baskets beside which stand two boys from the 
orphanage. One boy picks up the lottery num- 
ber and reads it. The other boy picks up the 
prize pellet and reads that. They then thread 
the pellets (there is a hole in the center of 
each) onto parallel brass rods, thus preserving 
them for later examination should anyone 
challenge the drawing. 


Newspaper reporters sit at a table taking 


down all numbers, and there is an official 
seated between'the two standing boys to act as 
custodian of the pellets. All. of course, takes 
place before the eyes of the jurors. 


The drawing is routine enough for the most 


part, the spectators sitting silently while out- 
side the little street is packed with people 
watching the numbers as they are posted. 


Only when big prizes are drawn is there ex- 


citement. As I sat there the tall, dark-skinned 
lad at the lottery basket read: "Ninety-two," 
and the small boy opposite him read: "Fifteen 
thousand dollars!" That was the grand prize, 
the drawing halted. The pellets were placed in 
a bottle. They were passed among the jurors 
and examined. There could be no mistake. 
There was a murmur among the spectators and 
excited talking in Spanish in the street.

That question explains why every 


German move is interpreted 
by 


military observers as directed to- 
ward gaining access to the Ru- 
manian oil fields, one of the world's 
best. That field could not be cut 
off from Germany by the British 
navy. 


Could Make It, But— 


It is one of the sorrows of Cen- 


tral Europe that despite its wealth 
in iron, coal and food, it has al- 
most no 'natural 
oil 
resources. 


There is little in Sudetenland, tak- 
en from Czechoslovakia. Germany 
has employed its most skilled sci- 
entists to make fuel oil from coal 
but has been only moderately suc- 
cessful. The fuel can be supplied 
but it would take an army behind 
the lines to make fuel for an army 
in the field. The consumption of 
coal in making the oil would rob 
other industries almost equally im- 
portant in war time. 


Just how 
long Germany could 


continue to fight on without an ad- 
equate supply of fuel oil is prob- 
lematical. In the World War she 
got along very well for four years 
with her major supply sources cut 
off. Since then, motorization of ar- 
mies has proceeded rapidly. Ger- 
many's principal striking weapon, 
the air force, would be grounded 
without oil. And one of the disap- 
pointments of synthetic oil is that 
it is not satisfactory for airplanes. 


A Reserve Horsepower 


Consumption of oil in other mo- 


torized wings of the army is much 
greater even than in the air. Ger- 
many boasts of the fast striking 
power of her motorized armies Yet 
its military chiefs have recognized 
the 
crippling possibilities of a 


shortage of oil by retaining a con- 
siderable body of horse cavalry and 
horse artillery. 


Nothing much ever is said about 


this particular wing of the service. 
It is known among military men to 
be 
Germany's ace in the hole 


against a time when fuel no long- 
er would be available and the 
fighting and hauling would have to 
be done with horses which could be 
fed from the countryside. 


Access to the Rumanian fields 


would solve Germany's oil problem. 
Rumania ranks fourth among the 
great oil producing countries. It 
now produces 10,500,000 tons annu- 
ally and could be expanded. It 
would be a long haul from Ru- 
mania to the western front or to a 
Russian front but the Danube pro- 
vides a water route anod railroads 
another. 


The battle for the Rumanian oil 


fields might transfer the major war 
front far to the East. In that event, 
England and France would be hard 
pressed to defend them from cap- 
ture—unless Russia should step in 
as an ally. And Russia seems to be 
cooling off toward France since the 
Czechoslovak affair-

The vigilantes and a lynching used to be the 


remedy for cattle rustlers in the old days, bat 
modern conditions and laws forbid any such 
direct action now. The Kansas Livestock asso- 
ciation is posting mclal signs on fences of its 
members advertising a £250 reward for arrest 
of rustlers. A new brand law also is being

to swallow, a cup of clear coffee 
is the safest and most effective 
stimulant 
one 
can give in an 


emergency. A cup of coffee con- 
tains approximately two grains 
of caffeine, a fair medicinal dose. 


Caffeine stimulates the cerebrum, 


the nervous system, the heart and 
•the kidneys. The active principle 
in tea, called theine. has virtually 
the same effects, only cup for cup 
tea is milder or weaker than cof- 
fee. 
Likewise the active principle 


in cocoa or chocolate (called theo- 
bromine), but theobromine stimu- 
lates the kidneys more than the 
cerebrum- and nervous system. For 
these reasons coffee, tea, cocoa or 
chocolate are not advisable for 
children under sixteen years of 
age, as a rule; if any must be giv- 
en a child, it should be either co- 
coa or chocolate, and 
the 
more < 


milk or cream used in preparing j 
the beverage the better for the i 
health of the child. 


Caffeine has little after-effect, 


that is, if used moderately it stimu- 
lates, brightens, 
cheers, relieves 


fatigue, but does not let you down 
afterward. 


One should keep always in mind 


that a stimulant is only an emer- , 
gency agent. No such remedy ef- j 
fccts any lasting gain or improve-1 
ment. It merely causes expend!-j 
ture of part of the reserve energy 
or vilality to tide over a lapse or 
a loss. It is the part of wisdom or 
common sense to consider care- 
fully the drain or strain on one's 
capital reserve before resorting to 
anv stimulant 


The effect of tea is practically 


Ihe same as the effect of coffee. 
The active principle in tea is call- 
ed theine. Grain for grain, theine 
is perhaps less stimulating than 
caffeine. Most people find that cof- 
fee late in the day or after dinner ] 
tends to keep one awake: whereas! 
tea does not. 


Neither lea nor coffee should be • 


taken by children under sixteen 
years of age. nor even cocoa or; 
chocolate unless it is chiefly milk; 
and cream. Caffeine is too stimulat- 
ing to nervous system, heart and , 
kidneys for the physical welfare of { 
children.

New York—Whatever may be the Republican chances ajalnrt Gover- 


nor Lehman here in New York state thia year, the party has put forward 
in Thomas E. Dewcy a candidate who promises to pull it out from under 
the blight of obstructionism and blind reaction which has cursed it in 
the. last few years. 


' Dcwcy's nomination is a development of national 
importance for the Republican party. He may not win 
the governorship, for he faces the strongest possible 
opposition, but he will make a fight which will be a 
real contribution to the cause of good government 
and toward the restoration of an intelligent and con- 
structive opposition party, which even the Democrats 
must agree is desirable in a democracy. • 


I have been nosing around here and I think it is a 


mistake to put Dewey down as merely a boy prose- 
cutor, limited to the role of racket-busting. His hori- 
zon is vastly broader than that as will, I think, be- 
come evident as his campaign unfolds. 


To the country Dewey is an unknown quantity out- 


side of the one role in which he has grown up. In 
Washington some people think he has no social phil- 


Raymond Clapper osophy. Some think he is a fascist. Others think he is 
just a plain, second-generation Hoover. 


Those guesses seem grotesque in the presence of the facts. Dewey 


must be classed clearly as in the progressive wing of the Republican 
party. I have no doubt on that score now. I am quite certain that he 
realizes the world has changed, that government has social obligations 
which it must not dodge. For in- 
stance, here in New York state, I 
think you'll see Dewey leading a 
light for a real housing program. 
That will be one illustration of the 
application of his ideas of govern- 
ment to New York state affairs. 


The New Deal as such is not 


likely to figure greatly in Dewey's 
campaign, except insofar as it 
comes into the picture in connec- 
tion with the building up of a po- 
litical machine and political racke- 
teering. 
He's In Agreement 
With New Deal Aims 


Dewey is not disposed to pick a 


fight with the New Deal for the 
very good reason that he is in 
agreement with many of what have 
come to be known as the New Deal 
objectives. In a national campaign 
he probably would have numerous 
criticisms and suggestions to make 
concerning the mechanics, such as 
the gigantic reserve fund contem- 
plated under the Social Security 
act but those questions do not di- 
rectly concern the New York gov- 
ernorship. 
Instead he will have 


much to say about the operation of 
the state unemployment insurance 
machinery and what he regards as 
its inefficient functioning, which 
has caused long delays in the mak- 
ing of unemployment compensation 
payments. 


Dewey and his collaborators have 


offered the most progressive Repub- 
lican ticket in the party's history- 
It is significant also that he is as- j 
sociated with the younger progres-} 
sive group which has taken control' 
of the state party organization—led 
by Kenneth Simpson, the new Re- 
publican national committeeman, 
and Rep. Bruce Barton. These men 
are not Roosevelt New Dealers but 
they are fighting for a New Deal in 
the Republican party and are con- 
vinced that the party must bring 
itself up to date. Dewey calls him- 
self a progressive Republican. Some 
of his associates use the term "lib- 
eral." For one of the senate candi- 
dacies, they chose Edward Corsi, 
a fighting liberal intimately asso- 
ciated with Mayor LaGuardia. 


Dewey will have much to say con- 


cerning labor. His fight, in the dis- 
trict attorney's office, to free labor 
unions from the clutches of racket- 
eers, won him the gratitude of many 
rank and file labor union members 
In one instance, the union member- 
ship doubled after the 
racketeers 
were removed through 
Dewey's 


prosecutions.

Old Gardener Says: 


Roses planted this autumn will 


need good protection when cold 
weather comes. No garden trsker 
should expect his roses to survive 
the winter if they are simply plung- 
ed into the ground and allowed 
to live or die. Most of them will die. 
Just what method to use for pro- 
tection is a matter about which 
growers are far from 
being 
in 


agreement. In a garden which is not 
exposed to high winds and vhich 
has some shelter from houses or 
trees, most garden roses will go 
through the winter if the «arth 
around the plants is hilled up in a 
cone shape to the depth of a foot 
This work should be done just about 
the time freezing weather comes 
on.

ternal instinct so highly developed that he 
joins his wife in making a double sacrifice 
on the altar of the children. The majority of 
men, however, look upon their offspring 
from a biological point of view and regard 
them as just a part of life, not its whole, 
and they have no desire to give up their 
wives just because they have become fa- 
thers. 


Serve some meals on a small table 
at a sunny window. Use gayly col- 
ored linens and china. Let the child 
join in happy constructive table 
conversation and strive to prevent 
any emotional outburst while eat- 
ing. 


Serve the foods in small amounts 


at first, increasing as appetite re- 
turns. Too-large portions are some- 
times so overpowering they actual- 
ly take away appetite. 


Serve foods in individual shapes, 


molds and doll-sized dishes or on 
china of an unusual shape or de- 
sign. Often a cute little tea pot or 
tall bright pitcher 
and cup will 


popularize milk drinking. Children 
like to help themselves so pass the 
food and let them help themselves. 


And 
remember, children love 


make-believe. Play up to that. Po- 
tatoes and spinach get to be boring, 
even to adults. But, if you offered 
Johnny a Chicken On A Nest for 
luncheon, you'd arouse his interest 
and, ten to one, put over the vita- 
mins. Shape mashed potatoes or 
rice into chicks and serve them on 
nests of green beans, peas, aspara- 
gus or spinach. 


Try » Fnnny Face 


Give Johnny a Funny Face Din- 


ner. Cover a chop or some other 
meat with mashed potatoes, then 
make features on that with your 
vegetables. For pudding, give him 
Magic Sriow. It's only a snow pud- 
ding with custard sauce, but new 
names will stir interest in old dish- 
es for a child. 


Garnish soups with puffed rice, 


wheat or popped corn and put lit- 
tle sails on hard cooked egg boats.

Nor does a. man expect to, and he gets the 


surprise of his life when he finds out that after the arrival of Junior his 
wife has literally no time for him; that his taste and pleasures, comforts 
and convenience are of no consequence to her whatever as compared 
with those of the little godllng in the cradle. 


There are plenty of women who 


never see their husbands as men 
again after (heir first babies are 
born. Thereafter their husbands are 
merely the children's fathers, whose 
sole function in the world is to pro- 
vide luxuries for the youngsters. 
There are plenty of women who 
cheerfully work their husbands to 
death to get motorcars and fine 
clothes for their children, and to 
send them to expensive colleges. 
There are plenty of women who 
give to their children all the under- 
standing and tenderness and love 
that they have in their hearts and 
never even think of showing their 
husbands any affection. 


The mother's alibi is that the 


children are little, helpless and 
need all of their care and attention, 
while the husbands are big, strong 
and capable of taking care of them- 
selves. Which is as may be. Some- 
times the husband i« capable of 
taking- care of himself, but gener- 
all- he needs his wife to hold him 
by the hand and guide him along 
the safe path more than her 3-year- 
old does. Moreover, you can hire a 
good, reliable, middle-aged woman 
to take care of your babies, but you 
can't hire any safe woman to take 
care of vour husband. 


It may be said, though, in excuse 


for the woman who puts her chil- 
dren before her husband that she 
does not realize what a sin she is 
committing against him. She her- 
self is so obsessed by her adoration 
of little Jimmy and little Saliy that 
it never occurs to her that her hus- 
band doesn't feel the same way; or 
that he is jealously envious of the 
caresses she bestows upon them and 
never gives to him; or that he hc- 
sents the close corporation that she 
and the children have formed and 
into which they never admit him. 
For in many families mother and 
the children are leagued against fa- 
ther, and the only use they have 
for him is to exploit him. 


I believe that the woman who 


prefers her children to her husband 
makes a fatal choice for all three 
of them. It is bad even for the chil- 
dren because children take their 
opinion of their father from their 
mother. When they see themselves 
exalted above him they lose all re- 
spect for him and he loses the au- 
thority over them that he should 
have. In addition it creates a sort of 
unnatural rivalry between father 
and children that makes them lat- 
ently 
antagonistic 
toward 
each 


other.

seen, an overcall, particularly when 
it is made at the two level, vulner- 
able, guarantees more winners than 
are promised by a player who opens 
the bidding with a suit bid of one.

Over North's actual bid of two 


hearts, and East's pass. South was in 
a very difficult situation. Surely, he 
could not rebid his anemic five card 
spade suit. He could not raise a 
mcer two heart bid when holding a 
singleton. He could not go to • /o 
no trump with a single club stopper 
and such unbalanced distribution. 
So, in the final analysis, his choice 
narrowed down to a pass and c bid 
of three diamonds. 
Either course 


would have its merits and its disad- 
vantages. I do not think that South's 
conservative decision to pass can 
be severely criticized. As will be 
seen, however, a laydown game in 
hearts was missed. Perhaps some 
players, 
holding South's 
hand, 


would have bid three diamonds and 
thus opened the way to a heart re- 
bid by North, which then would re- 
assure South into raising with the 
singleton ace. But the point is that 
North's failure to make the proper 
bid over two clubs created a prob- 
lem where none really existed.

1 ument. It set up artificial nations 


composed of an arbitrary combina- 
tion of nationalities with 
boun- 


daries drawn simply from 
the 


standpoint of military considera- 
tions. It also imposed terrific fi- 
nancial burdens upon Germany. 


Scrapping Inevitable 


It was inevitable that some day 


the 
Reich would 
regain 
her 


strength and throw off the humili- 
ating provisions of the peace treaty. 
Readers have watched Hitler do this 
in the last three years through re- 
armament, occupation of the Rhine. 
land, and conquest of Austria. The 
next step was Czechoslovakia. Al] 
European statesmen knew that the 
"synthetic country" problem had to 
be solved sooner or later. The eco- 
nomic prosperity 
of Europe 
de- 


pended upon it. Fearing reactions, 
however, no statesman before Hit- 
ler had the courage to take this 
bull by the horns.. 


So the removal of this powder 


keg is the major reason for optim- 
ism today in England. But the set- 
tlement of the Sudeten issue is of 
great importance for a longer peri- 
od as well. Why? Because up until 
the present crisis, neither Hitler 
nor Mussolini had met Chamber- 
lain. They had thought of England 
as a declining power'and of the 
British Premier as a timid, narrow- 
minded business man. 
Naturally, 


such an attitude was not favorable 
to peace. But at Munich, Hitler and 
Mussolini 
found 
Chamberlain a 


strong, courageous man. He made a 
powerful 
impression 
upon, them 


and the three have apparently be- 
come good 'personal friends. As a 
result, the other cancerous prob- 
lems, such as the Spanish and Chi- 
nese wars, may also be cleaned up. 


Roosevelt Aids Peace 


Hence, it appears at the moment 


that we may .have world peace as 
long as these three statesmen live 
and control Europe. Thisxwill be 
especially so if President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Hull continue to 
help. Their strong appeals to world 
public opinion have already had a 
great effect Moreover, our Recip- 
rocal Trade Agreements are hitting 
at one of the basic causes of world 
unrest—economic distress. I can-

expect. However, the new under- 
standing among Europe's three big 
men give* real hope that new diffi- 
culties can be solved without war. 


Yet, the English are not banking 


on peace. They do not Intend to 
stop rearming and be caught hap- 
ping again. They realize how much 
they have had "to take" because 
they were not ready to fight Mus- 
solini and Hitler. Continued war 
preparation is, therefore, 
another 


stimulant for the near-term out- 
look. The arms program will con- 
tinue at a feverish pace for at least 
two years more. It requires the de- 
centralization of munition and air- 
plane plants. Most important of all, 
.it means, the armory-plating of the 
decks of battleships so that 
they 


cannot 
be sunk 
by 
bombing 
planes. 


World Inflation 


Another factor in the business 


outlook is the probability of infla- 
tion. The bankers wvith whom I 
talk seem resigned to the thought 
that the world is headed for infla- 
tion. They see no hope of any coun- 
try going back to the gold basis. 
They feel the massive armament 
programs of all major powers re- 
quire some form of currency tink- 
ering to finance them. One of the 
most impressive thoughts driven 
home to me on this visit is that in- 
flation is inevitable. It has started 
on the Continent; it is now spread- 
ing to England; and is sure to af- 
fect the United States and Canada. 


Still another optimistic business 


item is the change in the British 
attitude concerning their debt to 
us. They realize that they are de- 
pendent on the United States for 
raw materials, food stuffs, etc. They 
naturally would have to borrow 
money from us to pay for these 
supplies in war-time. They want to 
re-establish their 
credit with us. 


Therefore, there is a marked move-

state dairymen, M. A. R. Kelly of 
the federal bureau of agricultural 
engineering was able to trace a 
rather definite relationship between 
good stabling and good management 
and the recovery of production af- 
ter cold snaps, according to a bul- 
letin received by R. C. Swanson. 


In herds that qualify as produc- 


erj of grade A milk, the staoling 
and management must be good. In

V—EAKTHQUAKE8 


How is it possible tor scientists 


to tell that an earthquake has tak- 
en place a thousand miles away 
before any word has come by tele- 
graph, telephone or radio? How can 
they find out the exact spot at the 
quake even if no human being lives 
on the ground that has been shak- 
en? 


An earthquake sends out "waves" 


which travel through the earth's 
crust, and also through the earth 
by way of the substance under 
the crust. The waves do not travel 
at the same rate. 


Railway tracks after an earthquake 


in India. 
Delicate instruments are used to 


record the waves. They are known 
as "seismographs," meaning "earth- 
quake writers." 


It is known that waves travel 


through rock layers at the rate of 
two miles per second. It also is 
known that earthquake waves tra- 
vel through the earth at six and 
one-fourth miles per second when 
they pass under the earth's crust, 


Let us suppose a seism 031 a ph 


station in Nova Scotia made a rec- 
ord of an earthquake at exactly 
four o'clock in the afternoon, then 
was silent for 10 minutes before 
a new record was made. If 
the 


waves came from the same quake 
(as no doubt would be the "ase) 
the men in Nova Scotia could fig- 
ure the distance of the earthquake 
because they would know the dif- 
ference in the rate of travel of 
tbo waves. 


To tell the exact spot of an earth- 


quake. it is necessary for- three sta- 
tions to report the facts. Then the 
spot can 'be found by drawing cir- 
cles of the proper size on a map. 
The point at which all three cir- 
cles meet is the point of the earth- 
quake. 


Thanks to the seismograph, we 


may quickly learn of an earthquake 
in a far place long before a ca- 
blegram comes. The cable might ev- 
e-. be broken, and the broadcasting 
station shaken -down, and still we 
could locate the quake. 


Explosions of volcanoes 
some- 


times cause earthquakes, but such 
quakes are not likely to be of the 
most dangerous kind. The strong- 
est quakes appear to be due to the 
slipping of rock in the earth's crust. 


Weak places exist in the earth's 


crust, places where there are deep 
cracks in the rock. If the rock slips 
along one of those cracks, it means 
an earthquake. 


The cracks are caused by the 


shrinking of the earth. 
A 
slip 


along the line of one of those cracks 
may destroy a city and take the 
lives of thousands of human be- 
ings.
